1 . REQUEST EMBASSY PASS FOLLOWING DATED MARCH 15, 1977, 

TO DR. A. A. ZENIN, DIRECTOR, HYDROMETEOROLOGICAL INSTITUTE, 

PROSPEKT LENINA 61, NOVOCHERKASSK. WITH COPY TO KAZAKOV OF 
HYDROMET. 

2. "DEAR DR. ZENIN: I HOPE THAT YOU HAVE HAD A SUCCESS- 
FUL YEAR SINCE THE LAST TIME THAT WE WERE TOGETHER. THE 
SYMPOSIUM PROCEEDINGS ARE ALMOST READY FOR THE PRINTER AT 
THIS TIME AND I EXPECT THEM TO BE PUBLISHED BY EARLY JUNE. 

HOWEVER, AS YOU WELL KNOW, I AM USUALLY OPTIMISTIC AND I 
MAY BE EXPECTING THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT PRINTING 
OFFICE TO PROCEED FASTER THAN ITS NORMAL PACE. I HAVE HAD 
TO PROCEED WITH BOTH VOLUMES OF THE PROCEEDINGS BECAUSE 
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MARK PISANO HAS BEEN UNABLE TO HELP BECAUSE OF THE PRESSURES 
OF HIS NEW POSITION IN CALIFORNIA. THERE WERE A NUMBER OF 
PLACES WHERE WE THOUGHT IT ADVISABLE TO MAKE EDITORIAL 
CHANGES IN SENTENCE STRUCTURES TO MAKE THE ENGLISH (OR 
SHOULD I SAY AMERICAN) FLOW FREELY. IT WAS ALSO NECESSARY 
TO CHANGE SOME WORDS TO MORE ACCEPTABLE AMERICAN WORD USAGE 
FOR THE AMERICAN AUDIENCE. WE HAVE ALSO REDRAWN SOME OF THE 
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FIGURES TO CONFORM TO THE STYLE OF THE MANUSCRIPT. 

AS WE DISCUSSED IN NOVEMBER IN MOSCOW, ONE OF THE MAIN 
PROJECTS FOR THIS YEAR IS APPLICATION OF SOME OF THE MATHE- 
MATICAL MODELS THAT WE HAVE USED TO PREDICT WATER QUALITY 
IN THE GREAT LAKES TO PARTS OF LAKE BAIKAL. WE DISCUSSED 
HAVING TWO OF OUR SCIENTISTS VISIT THE SOVIET UNION IN JUNE 
FOR A TWO-WEEK PERIOD TO WORK WITH YOUR SCIENTISTS TO 
ASSEMBLE THE REQUIRED DATA FOR THE MODEL. THEY WOULD 
RETURN TO THE USA WITH, OR BE FOLLOWED SHORTLY BY, THE TWO 
SCIENTISTS THAT YOU WANT TO BE INVOLVED IN THE PROJECT TO 
MAKE RUNS ON OUR COMPUTERS OF THE MODELS. I HAVE ASKED 
MR. WILLIAM RICHARDSON, A COLLEAGUE OF MINE AT GROSSE ILE, 
MICHIGAN, AND DR. JOHN PAUL WHO WILL SOON WORK FOR EPA AND 
WHO IS CURRENTLY WORKING WITH DR. LICK, TO BE INVOLVED 
WITH THE PROJECT, AND I AM SURE THAT YOUR STAFF WILL FIND 
THEM EXCELLENT COWORKERS. THERE ARE ALSO OTHER MATTERS IN 
CONNECTION WITH OUR PROJECT THAT NEED TO BE DISCUSSED: THE 
INTERCOMPARISON RESULTS, THE MODEL REVIEW, AND OUR FUTURE 
PROGRAM. TO ACCOMPLISH THIS AND ALSO TO EASE SOME PROB- 
LEMS THAT I HAVE WITH TRAVEL AND OTHER CONFLICTS DURING 
THE YEAR, I HAVE ASKED DR. LOZANSKIY IN A CABLE SENT AT 
THE SAME TIME AS THIS ONE TO MOVE THE WORKING GROUP MEET- 
ING SCHEDULED FOR THE FALL FORWARD INTO JUNE SO THAT I 
MIGHT PARTICIPATE IN AT LEAST SOME OF THE SCIENTIFIC WORK, 
HAVE TIME FOR DISCUSSIONS WITH YOU AND YOUR STAFF, AND ALSO 
CONDUCT THE FORMAL PROCEEDINGS OF THE WORKING GROUP. I 
HAVE DISCUSSED THIS WITH MY PROJECT LEADERS ON THE US SIDE, 
AND THEY STRONGLY SUPPORT THE IDEA. I WOULD LIKE TO SUG- 
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GEST THE FOLLOWING SCHEDULE: DR. JOHN PAUL, MR. 

RICHARDSON, MYSELF, AND A STAFF MEMBER OF MINE WHO SPEAKS 
RUSSIAN AND HAS WORKED CLOSELY WITH OUR PROJECTS DURING 
THE PAST YEAR, ELAINE FITZBACK, ARRIVE IN MOSCOW ON JUNE 
5TH; THAT WE ALL PARTICIPATE IN THE SCIENTIFIC PROGRAM FOR 
AT LEAST ONE WEEK; AND THAT WE HAVE A WORKING GROUP MEET- 
ING LATE IN THE WEEK BEGINNING THE 13TH OF JUNE WITH DR. 
LOZANSKIY AND DR. BUTORIN AND THE US PROJECT LEADERS (OR 
THEIR ALTERNATES). 

I HOPE THAT YOU ARE ABLE TO WORK WITH THIS TIME 
SCHEDULE AND THAT YOU WILL BE ABLE TO CONFIRM THE ARRANGE- 
MENTS. I WOULD LIKE TO HAVE MYSELF AND MS. FITZBACK BE IN 
THE SOVIET UNION FOR A TWO-WEEK PERIOD, AND RICHARDSON AND 
PAUL FOR A SIMILAR PERIOD. 

ANY CHANGES THAT YOU MAY WANT TO DEVELOP IN THE FALL 
AFTER THE SCIENTIFIC PROGRAM HAS BEEN COMPLETED FOR THE 
YEAR CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED EITHER BY MAIL OR BY THE SOVIET 
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REPRESENTATIVE AT THE JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING IN 
WASHINGTON IN THE FALL OF THIS YEAR. 

MY LAST TWO VISITS TO THE SOVIET UNION HAVE BOTH BEEN 
SEVERELY RESTRICTED BY THE SEASON OF THE YEAR, AND I HOPE 
THAT THIS TIME WE SHALL HAVE AS WONDERFUL A TIME AS WE HAD 
DURING 1973. 

I WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR DISCUSSING THIS MATTER WITH 
DR. LOZANSKIY AS SOON AS POSSIBLE AND GIVING ME AN ANSWER 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. I AM SENDING YOU AN OUTLINE OF THE 
MODELING PLAN SO THAT PRELIMINARY DECISIONS CAN BE MADE ON 
WHO WILL PARTICIPATE IN THE RESEARCH PROGRAM. SINCERELY,
